Turning to the MyLai incident, Slatinshek said that the 
Committee had developed evidence that a number of individuals had 
learned of the MyLai incident soon after it happened but had not reported 
it up the line. Slatinshek said it was surprising that nobody in the Agency 
had picked up this information, and he wondered whether we indeed hadn't 
known something about it. I said I was quite certain that when the Director 
testified several months ago before the Committee he was quite honest in 
saying that he had heard absolutely nothing about it. I said I was sure 
that none of our officers had any first hand information on the subject, and 
pointed out that if they had heard vague rumors about something of the sort 
they would hardly consider it the Agency's responsibility to investigate and 
verify; however, I said I would check into the question and let him know 
the results.

I explained to Blandford that, as a result of an agreement designed 

to avoid unnecessary duplication, the Agency concentrated on following arms 
shipments within the Communist Bloc, and DIA assumed responsibility or 
covering arms shipments throughout the free world. I therefore said that 
DIA was in a better position to answer his request for a roundup on free 
world arms traffic. This seemed to satisfy him. 
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
